BUSINESS GROUPS 
DENY PRitt: PLOT 
MANY WELCOME 
FEDERAL INQUIRY 


N.A.M. Terms It ‘Absurd 
and Dangerous to Inti- 
mate All High Costs 


Are Result of Criminal 
Conspiracies.’ - 


WASHINGTON, Aug, 13 (AP)— 
Gpokesmen for food, clothing and 
housing industry associations de- 
nied last night their members 
were involved in any “conspiracy 
to increase or maintain high 
prices.” Most of them welcomed 
the Department of Justice inves- 
tigation announced yesterday as 
a way to uncover any questionable 
practices by “any possible mi- 
nority of shady dealers,” but some 
were sharply critical. 

The inquiry was ordered by At- 


torney General Clark to find out 


whether conspiracies are respon- 
sible for high prices in cost-of- 
living essentials. Jail was threat- 
ened for monopolists. 
CIO Urges Further Action. 
The CIO, contending the price 
situation demands further action, 


renewed today a request that 
President Truman call an in- 
dustry - Government - labor confer- 
ence to seek voluntary price re- 
ductions. 

Emil Rieve, chairman of the 
labor organizations Full Employ- 
ment Committee, said in a state- 
ment that the CIO welcomes 
Clarks announcement, but added: 

“Many prices are set by large 
Monopolies and monopolies do 
mot necessarily fall under the 
criminal law and Clark’s investi- 
gation. For example, in the auto- 
mobile industry, General Motors 
eontrols probably 60 per cent of 
the business and therefore is able 
to dictate prices. 

“So we feel that steps should 
De taken at once to carry out our 
proposal of yesterday, that Presi- 
dent Truman summon a confer- 
ence of industry, Government and 
labor representatives to seek vol- 
untary price reductions, and that 
Congress, immediately upon re- 
convening, should re-establish 
price and rationing controls.”

Trade and industry reaction 
ranged from that of the National 
Federation of Small Business, 
which approves the investigation, 
to that of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, which as- 
gerted the implications in Clark’s 
announcement were dangerous. 

George J. Burger, Washington 
representative of the National 
Federation of Small Business, said 
Clark's campaign appeared to 
follow precisely the line his or- 
ganization’ has been urging since 
early last spring, particularly in 
its emphasis on jail and other 
stiff penalties.

COOLER, THUNDERSHOWERS 
LIKELY LATE TOMORROW 
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Chance for Break in Moderate Cold Front 
Moving This Way—20 Days of 90 or 
' Higher, Maybe Another. 


Cooler weather may arrive here 
late tomorrow afternoon or night, 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahlgren 
said today. Occasional thunder- 
showers also are expected late to- 
morrow. 


“We have a chance now of a 
break in the weather again,” 
Wahigren said. “A moderate cold 
front is developing to the west 
and is moving slowly this way. The 
front runs through the middle of 
the Dakotas and west of Nebraska. 
It ought to get cooler here tomor- 
row afternoon.” 

Before the cooler weather ar- 
rives, Wahlgren said, it is likely 
to continue hot here tonight and 
tomorrow, with partly cloudy 
skies. Low temperature tomor- 
row morning will be about 75 and 
the high tomorrow afternoon will 
be in the low 90s, before the cool 
front arrives, he said. 


Today was the twentieth con- 
secutive day with heat of 90 de 
grees or higher. The record here 
is 24 consecutive days of 90 or 
higher, established from July 20 
to Aug. 12, 1941, 

After the high of 92 at 3:45 
p.m. yesterday, the temperature 
dropped steadily to 76 at 6 o’clock 
this morning.

Asserts Deliberate Re- 
tarding of Trains Ties 


Up Cars Needed for 
Movement of Food. 


“NEW YORK, Aug. 13 (AP)— 
The Chesapeake & Ohio Railway 
charged in'a series of full-page 
newspaper. advertisements today 
that “delibgrate freight slow- 
downs” by. some railroads was 
tying up freight cars to a point 
where millions of bushels of food 
might rot in the fields this aut- 
umn. Thousands of cars, the 
advertisements asserted, could be 
freed overnight if railroad man- 


ules. 

The advertisement cited eight 
routes between California and 
Chicago ag illustrating its. point. 

“These routes vary as much as 
450 miles. But, curiously, the time 
schedule for each if the eight is 
exactly 118 hours and 30 minutes,” 
the advertisement said, “Similarly, 
scheduled freight trains moving 
west over the important routes 
from Chicago to the coast areas, 
despite great differences in. ter- 
rain and. mileage; take exactly 
130 hours—on the. nose,” the ad- 
vertisement continued. 

The C. & O. said the war was 
not the cause of the current acute 
shortage. “We have today only 
three-fourths an many freight cars 
in our country as we had 20 
years ago, This shrunken fleet is 
now called on to handle the 
greatest peacetime traffic in his- 
tory. And the ’war itself is not to 
blame for the shortage—‘or, in no 
single’ year from 1925 to the start 
of hostitities did the railroad in- 
dustry buy as many cars as it 
junked,” 

The advertisement asked: 
“Could it be that these schedules 
are fixed by agreement that the 
trains which could be fastest are 
held back for the slowest—so that 
no road can have even the slight- 
est compétitive advantage?” . 

It continued with the flat state- 
ment: “Railroad men know: that, 
in many instances, a whole day 
could be cut off these schedules

GOVERNORS’ AID 


10 WIN SUPPORT 
FOR UNIVERSAL 
TRAINNG SOUGHT 


‘Congress Backers to Ask 


Executives of 48 States 
to Help Promote Bill 


Scheduled for Action in 
January. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP)— 
Congressional backers of universal 
military training disclosed plans 


today to carry their case to the 
people through each of the 48 gov- 
ernors, 

The members of Corigress have 
enlisted the aid of a national or- 
ganization, as yet unidentified, to 
send out letters to the state execu- 
tives urging them to whip up sen- 
timent for the legislation. 

The Governors adopted a reso- 
lution advocating universal train- 
ing at their July conference in 
Salt Lake City. 

Earlier plans were for the 
House Armed Services Commit- 
tee, which overwhelmingly ap- 
proved a universal military train- 
ing bill late last session, to spon- 
sor the state-by-state drive. This 
was shelved, however, after some 
committee members expressed fear 
the group might lay itself open to 
criticism by such action. 

Members declined to name the 
organization picked to handle the 
campaign, 

Says People Favor It, 

“Public opinion polls have dem- 
onstrated that the people favor 
universal military training when 
they express themselves at all,” a 
leading advocate told reporters. 

“The difficulty, though, is that 
many members of Congress are 
fearful of tackling the issue in an 
election year.. They are afraid 
of what the public thinks about it. 
So, we have decided that the only 
way to convince them of the popu- 
larity of this important legislation 
is to start a campaign to have the 
people express themselves. 

“We sincerely believe that if the 
people jet their views become 
known, through organizations in 
every state, there will be no doubt 
about the outcome and it will be 
politically dangerous not to sup- 
port universal military training.” 

Opponents have an idea that the 
public does not favor universal 
military training, and some of 
them said privately they will wel- 
come an organized campaign to 
bring out an expression of senti- 
ment. : 

“A fair and impartial sampling 
of opinion will show what the 
people want, and it is not peace- 
time conscription,” one prominent 
opponent commented, 

Terms of House Bill. 

The House committee has recom- 
mended legislation following close- 
ly the recommendations of Presi- 
dent Truman's special commission 
on universal training.

“It is they (the Egyptians) who 
are creating the menace to peace 
and security,” Cadogar said. 

“There is no dispute here which 
endangers peace and security un- 
less Egypt deliberately -creates 
one rather than comply with her 
international obligations.” 

He scoffed. at Egypt's conten- 
tion that the Anglo-Egyptian 
treaty should be scrapped by the 
council] because it violates the| 
U. N. charter. 

If that should happen, Cadogan 
argued, “then it is possible for 
any state to get rid of its treaty 
obligations on the ground that it 
dislikes them sufficiently to be 
prepared to endanger peace rather 
than accept them.” 

Cadogan admitted that in 1940 
and 1942 Britain found, it neces- 
sary to-irterfere in Bgypt’s: inter- 
nal affairs, 

“Certain. very highly placed 
Egyptian personalitigs, sympa- 
thetic to the Axis, were. actively 
obstructing the Allied war effort,” 
he said. 

Britain made “strong represen- 
tations” to King Farouk to coun- 
teract these activities by causing 
a change of government. 

Cadogan said he didn’t want to 
embarrass .Nokrashy,. but’ if .the 
Egyptian Prime -Minister insisted 
on discussing that part of the 
case Britain was prepared to give 
the council certain “evidence” 
about the pro-Axis activities, 

The Security Council decided 
yesterday to seat a representative 
of the Indonesian Republic at the 
council table, so that he could 
make a statement on the conflict 
in The Netherlands East Indies.

* WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (UP)— 
Each American had $3.12 less cash 
on June 30 than he had on June 30 
last year, the Treasury said to- 
day. 

Cash per capita is considered a 
rough gauge of inflationary pres- 
sure. Although there was more 
money in circulation June 30 than 
a year ago, the total population 
had increased enough to make the 
per capita lower. 

The per capita figure on June 30 
was $196.66 as compared with 
$199.78 last year, the Treasury 
said.

MARSHALL J06S 
uP MOLOTOV ON 
KOREANAFFARS 


Asks for Report on What 
Holds Up Progress in 


Settlement of Prob- 
lems. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (UP)— 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall, in a letter to Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov, has de- 
plored the continued stalemate on 
Korea, 

Marshall's letter, announced to- 
day, asked that the joint Soviet- 
American comMission on Korea 
make a report by Aug. 21 explain- 
ing why it has been unable to 
make any progress toward settling 
the future of Korea. 

Marshall's letter to . Molotov 
was‘read to reporters by Acting 
Secretary of State Robert A. 
Lovett. Dated Monday, it was 
delivered to the Soviet Foreign 
Office yesterday by the American 
Ambassador, Walter Bedell Smith. 

“According to all reports re- 
ceived from the American delega- 
tion to the joint (American- 
Soviet) commission,” Marshall 
wrote, “it has been impossible for 
the two delegations to agree on 
the issue of broad consultation 
with Korean political parties and 
social organizations. 

“This situation has continued 
without material change for more 
than one month and is a matter 
of great concern to the Govern- 
ment .of the United States.” 

The foreign ministers of the 
United States, Russia, the United 
Kingdom and China agreed at 
Moscow in December 1945 to set 
up an interim Korean govern- 
ment under c five-year trustee- 
ship. That accord has never been 
earried out and Korea is split 
along the 38th parallel into Soviet 
and American-occupied zones. 

The joint commission laboring 
at Soeul convened May 21 after

U. S. Seeks to Prevent Him From Leaving 
Country—Ferguson dnd Pepper at

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP)— 
Chairman Ferguson (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, said today it will be up to 
his war investigating subcommit- 
tee to decide whether to investi- 
gate deeper into the “side issue” 
feud betWeen Howard Hughes and 
Senator Brewster (Rep.), Maine.

The two ranking members of 
the subcommittee outlined their 
opinions in separate interviews as 
the Customs Bureau. stepped into 
the picture in an effort to make 
certain that the main Hughes in- 
quiry can get under way again 
Nov. 17. 

Frank Dow, acting commis- 
sioner of customs, notified collec- 
tors at all ports yesterday to stop 
John W. Meyer, Hughes’s free- 
spending publicity man, if he tries 
to leave the country. 

Meyer’s unexplained absence 
last Saturday after an earlier com- 
mittee subpena for him expired, 
was one ofthe reasons Ferguson 
cited for ordering a postponement 
in the two-week-old investigation 
into Hughes’s $40,000,000 worth of 
wartime airplane contracts, 
Meyer originally flew here from 
Paris to testify about his party- 
throwing activities in behalf of 
Hughes. But Dow, in issuing his 
order to customs collectors to 
seize Meyer’s passport if he shows 
up, emphasized he had no knowl- 
edge that Meyer might be headed 
abroad. 

“Just a prseautionary measure,” 
was the way he described it. 
Meyer was reported to have 
been in New York yesterday. 
Permanent, Committee Idea. 
Ferguson told a reporter he be- 
lieved the next session of Con- 
gress might consider establishing 
a permanent Senate-House com- 
mittee to conduct investigations. 
“Senator McClellan (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas, proposed such a joint in- 
vestigating group last year and I 
supported it but it failed to win 
Senate or House approval,” he 
said,

Hughes Back in California, Again 
Assails Brewster. 


- LOS ANGELES, Aug. 13 (AP)— 
Howard Hughes, tired and un- 
shaven, landed his personal plane 
here last night after flying from 
Washington, D. C. 

He wasn’t too weary however, 
to come up with another verbal 
blast at Senator Owen Brewster

“The press and public have my 
undying gratitude,” Hughes told 
reporters at his Culver City Air 
Field.

PARAGUAY SAYS 
REBELSRETREATIN 
FIGHT AT CAPITAL 


Insurgents, However, Re- 
port House - to - House 
Fighting Going on in 
Asuncion. 


BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 13 (AP) 
—An official Paraguayan source 
here said rebel forces were 
fleeing from their positions around 
Asuncion today after suffering a 
sharp defeat at the hands of 
loyal Paraguayan troops. 

This informant said the loyalists 
were “tenaciously pursuing” the 
retreating insurgents in’ the direc- 
tion of Piquette Cue and Villeta, 


north of the capital. An earlier 
official announcement said a 
loyalist relief column pressing 
down from the north, where the 
rebel capital of Concepcion was 
captured on July 31, was only 12 
miles from Asuncion. 

The official source here said 
his message from Asuncion re- 
ported that insurgent forces 
around the threatened loyalist 
capital had been “destroyed.” He 
did not make plain whether the 
insurgent troops mentioned con- 
stituted the entire rebel force con- 
centrated there or a part of it. 

(In Washington Guillermo En- 
cisco, Paraguayan Ambassador, 
said he had been informed that 
“the attempt by the Communist 
revolt” to seize the capital, “has 
been repulsed.” The Ambassador 
said he received his information 
in a cable from President Higinio 
Morinigo, The Government has in 
the past attributed the revolt to 
Communist influences.) 

On the other hand, rebel sym- 
pathizers in the border city of 
Formosa said they heard a broad- 
cast rebel communique last night 
which said the insurgents “were 
fighting in the center of Asuncion 
and advancing steadily despite 
government resistance.” They said 
the communique stated that the 
fall of Asuncion was only a “mat- 
ter of hours.” 

Paraguayan refugees reaching 
Argentina said that when they left 
the Government was preparing 
Asuncion strongpoints for a build- 
ing-to-building defense in the 
event of a breakthrough by the 
rebels. 

(The United Press quoted rebel 
sources as saying house-to-house 
fighting was. under way in 
Asuncion, and that the insurgents 
had captured the residence of 
Morinigo. The whereabouts of 
Morinigo, the U. P. said, was not 
known. He has been reported to 
have fled to Pilar, 200 miles south 
of Asuncion. 

(The VU, P. dispatch said the 
rebel radio called on the people to 
rise up against Morinigo, whom 
the insurgents have branded as a 
dictator.)

“We feel the question of ability 
to pay is of the gravest impor- 
tance in a determination of the 
wage structure,” Boas said. “It. is 
important to the company, the 
public and the operators them- 
selves. The company cannot con- 
tinue to function properly without 
profite—it cannot continue its 
modernization program and im- 
prove its service to the public if 
it is faced with bankruptcy. Re- 
duced revenues will ultimately 
mean curtailment of service and 
fewer jobs for the operators.” 

Frederic Meyer, a labor statis- 
tician of Atlanta, Ga., in present- 
ing the wunion’s case _ insisted 
throughout the hearing that abil- 
ity of the company to pay was 
entirely irrelevant to a determina- 
tion of a fair and equitable wage 
rate. He cited decisions of other 
boards of arbitration to the effect 
that fairness of the wage rate is 
not affected by the financial gta- 
bility of the employer, who must 
look to utility regulatory bodies 
for higher fares if he cannot pay 
a fair wage out of existing reve- 
nues. 

Question of Skill. 

Meyer concluded the day's argu- 
ment with a rebuttal of a company 
assertion that its operators were 
not skilled workmen in the sense 
that carpenters, bricklayers and 
other mechanics are skilled. The 
question of skill had been raised 
in a comparison of the operators’ 
wages with those of other work- 
men in the class of skilled labor. 
The company had shown that its 
perators could be trained for their 
jobs in approximately one month 
and it cited the much longer ap- 
prenticeships served by skilled 
workers in the construction trades. 

“The operators,” Meyer said, 
“may not have the manipulative 
skill required by certain other 
classes of skilled workers but they 
do have far greater responsibili- 
ties in transporting passengers 
through the kind of traffic you 
are all familiar with here. I am 
certain that St. Louisans would 
not entrust their lives daily to 
these men if they didn’t consider 
them skilled. Furthermore, these 
men are salesmen for their em- 
ployer and we don't believe the 
company could long continue if it 
had poor salesmen.” 

At the conclusion of the hearing, 
Holland described the presenta- 
tion by both company and union 
as “fair, courteous and free from 
acrimony.” He said the board 
would settle down immediately to 
prepare its report and award. 

The three members of the panel 
received $5000 apiece from each 
of the two parties to the dispute 
at the conclusion of yesterday's 
hearings as compensation for 
their services, Holland said. They 
will receive an additional $2500 
each from both parties when the 
award is handed down. Each ar- 
bitrator will thus have received 
$15,000 in fees in addition to the 
expenses incurred in hearing the 
dispute.

In a statement accompanying 
his recent resignation as presi- 
dent of the Citizens’ Road Associ- 
ation, Stephens estimated the 
State Highway Commission would 
face a shortage of $100,000,000 in 
10 years, based on present rev- 
enues. 

The Automobile Club, in its re- 
ply Monday, said that estimate 
was “misleading and intended to 
alarm.” The club submitted its 
own figures indicating the depart- 
ment would have  $349,458,000 
available for construction in the 
next 15 years. 

Today Stephens said he had 
used official figures in arriving 
at his conclusions. 

“All figures used by me are 
taken, from the commission’s 
book#” he said. “As a matter of 
fact, the books show that, instead 
of present revenues being insuf- 
ficient to the extent of $100,000,- 
000 for the next 10 years as cited 
by me, the shortage is many mil- 
lions more.” 

A statement that “I am not in- 
terested in rural roads,” Stephens 
said, “is too silly to demand an 
answer.” 

He cited his record as a former 
highway commissioner and a 
longtime good roads booster, and 
added: : 

“T certainly can have no reason 
to mislead the public, because I 
have no political, financial or of- 
ficial connection with the highway 
building enterprise and I am not 
the paid attorney or representa- 
tive of anyone. My labors in that 
direction have been well meaning 
and voluntary, prompted by a de- 
sire to be helpful to my state,” 

Today’s statement made no dl- 
rect reference to the Curry pro- 
posal for increasing the 2-cent-a- 
gallon state gasoline tax to 3% 
cents, using the extra money for 
rural roads and city streets. The 
Automobile Club has espoused the 
plan and Stephens has opposed it.

Stream Recession General in 
July, but in Some Sections 


Flow Exceeded Normal. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (UP)— 
Stream runoffs in the Missouri 
River basin in July were from two 
to seven times above normal, but 
still were below the disastrous, 
early-summer flood flows, the 
Department of Interior reported 
today, 

“The recession was general 
throughout the Great Plains, but 
was particularly evident in North 
Dakota, Minnesota, lowa and 
Missouri,” a water resources re- 
view said. “The runoff of Iowa 
River was record-high for July, 
but was near nornial by the be- 
ginning of August.” 


In Nebraska, Runoff exceeded 
norma! for July, the review said. 
The mean July discharge of the 
Republican river near Blooming- 
ton was 180 per cent of normal, 
The Elkhorn river at Waterloo 
had a mean July discharge that 
was 300 per cent of normal, 

“Republican river had receded 
to about normal flow by the end 
of the month while the Elkhorn 
remained somewhat above nor- 
mal,” the review reported. “This 
condition on the Elkhorn reflects 
the tremendous: storage capacity 
of the sand-hill drainage in the 
upper basin.”

WAGES LP 15 PE. 
INVEAR SAYSUS 


It Was’ Biggest Increase 


in Single 12-Month Pe- 
riod Since 1920, Bureau 
Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Aug, 13 (AP) — 
Wages’of union workers in the 


ns building trades rose 15 per cent 


in the last year, the largest jump 
in a single 12-month period since 
1920, the Bureau of Labor Siatie- 
tics reported today. 

The increase amounted to abovt 
25 cents an hour for nearly 500,000 
workers in seven Major construe- 
tion crafts. Working hours showed 


little change during the year be- 
tween July 1, 1946, and July 1, 
1947, 


Most of the hourly wage boosts 
came after wage controls were 
dropped Nov. 9, 1946, the Bure#u 
said. During the control period 
from July, 1942, until that date, 
however, pay scales increased 15 
per cent. 


The total rise from July 1939 to 
July 1947 amounted to approxi- 
mately 49 per cent, During the 
same eight years, the consumers 
price index (formerly the cost of 
living index) ‘incfeased by 59 per 
cent and wholesale prices of 
building materials soared 96 per 
cent, the agency reported 

BLS said plasters and plumbers, 
who received an 18.8 per cent wage 
hike, scored the largest gain from 
collective bargaining last year in 
the 75 cities covered by the survey. 

Bricklayers, with an estimated 
average hourly rate of $287 are 
at the top of the wage ladder, but 
plasterers in New York City nego- 
tiated the highest rate—$3 an hour. 
It was a 75 per cent increase above 
the rate prevailing there on July 1, 


1946.

FLORIDA ‘RED TIDE’ REPORTED 
MOVING TOWARD PENSACOLA 


TAMPA, Fla. Aug. 13 (AP)— 
Florida's resdrt-dotted west-cen- 
tral coast reported a respite from 
the puzzling scourge of millions of 


dead fish today while the “red 
tide” appeared to be moving 
northward, threatening a new area 
near Pensacola. 

Commercial Airline Pilot E. P. 
McDonald said yesterday he saw 
a long streak of red water gleam- 
ing with the bodies of many dead 
fishiabout 80 miles south of Pensa- 
cola, at the extreme western tip 
of northern Florida. The most 
northerly advance previously was 
about half way up the coast. 

Other accumulations of dead 
fish remained offshore in the 
Tampa area, however, and a turn 
in the wind might bring heavy 
deposits back to the beaches. 

Cause of the phenomenon re- 
mained a mystery. Dr. Herbert 
R. Mills, head of Tampa Munic- 
ipal Hgspital’s pathology depart- 
ment, was the first scientist to 
give support to a theory of poison 
gas. Other marine specialists have 
attributed the deaths to micro- 
organisms.

Moving to quiet French fears, 
Thorp made it plain that Britain 
and the United States are not 
attempting to make the Ruhr an 
isolated “blossoming and prosper- 
ous spot in the midst of all Eu- 
rope.”

The French 
Government has repeatedly urged 
international supervision of the 
Ruhr, Germany’s main industrial 
area. 


French Set Two Conditions for 
Raising Reich Industry Level. 


PARIS, Aug. 138 (AP) — French 
officials said yesterday France 
would concur with the United 
States and Britain in raising the 
ceiling of industry in western Ger- 
many on two conditions. 

These were: 

That German revival does not 
deprive Germany’s wartime vic- 
tims of coal supplies needed for 
their own economy's well-being, 
and that such an increase on Ger- 
man industrial potential does not 
open a door to rearmament. 
French officials, however, said 
they did not see any: need for 
raising German steel capacity be- 
yond the 7,500,000 tons a year pro- 
vided in the March 1946 Allied 
agreement. If Germany needs 
more steel, they said, France, Lux- 
embourg, Belgium and other Eu- 
ropean countries can supply it. 
In brief, as one official put it, 
it may be all right to raise Ger- 
man steel production, but only if 
the Allies increase France's po- 
tential output first. This could be 
done, this official maintained, by 
sending more Ruhr coal to the 
Lorraine mills which have access 
to Lorraine iron ore. 

American officials have sought 
to raise the Reich’s industrial out- 
put to relieve the American 
Treasury of its current bufden in 
supporting the population of the 
occupation zones. This would be 
done by making the zone self- 
supporting in foreign trade.

9 PUT. CUT IN CANNED 
FRUITS, VEGETABLES 


Reduction in Supply Under 
That of Last Year 
Indicated. 


? 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP)— 
The nation’s total supply of 12 
major canned fruits and vege- 
tables in the 1947-48 season prob- 
ably will run about 5 per cent less 
than a year ago, the Department 
of Commerce announced yesterday 
This includes both the new pack 
and the carryover from last year. 

Of the six major fruits — 
peaches, pears, pineapple, apri- 
cots, mixed fruits and red pitted 
cherries — the supplies may be 
about 10 per cent under the 1946- 
47 total. For ‘six vegetables — 
peas, corn, beets, Jima beans, 
spinach and green and wax beans 
—supplies “may be equal or very 
nearly equal” to those of last 
year, the report saéed. 

The fruits and vegetables cov- 
ered by the survey represent 70 
per cent or more of all canned 
fruits and vegetables. The de- 
partment said its estimates are 
preliminary. 

Although estimates of the num- 
ber of cases in the new pack are 
not. included in the report, offi- 
cials told a reporter that the six 
major vegetables may run about 
90,000,000 cases as compared with 
last year’s new pack of 108,000,000. 
The six fruits may be down about 
10,000,000 cases from last year's 
57,000,000. 

The carryover of stocks packed 
in the 1946-47 season is figured 
at 125,000,000 cases, or 60,000,000 
more than a year ago. This fig- 
ure includes all fruits and vege- 
tables. 

“Tn addition, retail stocks, par- 
ticularly of fruits, are undoubted- 
ly higher at the beginning of this 
season than they were last sum- 
mer,” the announcement said.

INSPECTION BY STATE 
OF SCHOOL CAFES 


Compromise Measure Effec- 
tive This Week—No Grad- 
ing Provisions. 


Inspectioh of .public school 
lunchrooms by inspectors of the 
State Health Commission will be- 
gin this week, it was announced 
yesterday at a meeting of city 
and state health officials with 
representatives of the Board of 
Education at City Hall. 

The state inspection is a com- 
promise measure agreed to by the 
school board until the courts de- 
termine whether the _ school 
lunchrooms are subject to inspec- 
tion by.the city under the clean 
restaurant ordinance. The board 
has refused by a split vote on 
three occasions to apply to the 
city for permits to operate the 
lunchrooms, Those opposing such 
applications, led by J. Harry Pohl- 
man, have contended the school 
system is an instrumentality of 
the State Government and as such 
not subject to municipal regula- 
tion. * 

The state inspectors will report 
directly -to the Board of Educa- 
tion on .their findings and recom- 
mendations but will have no au- 
thority to close any lunchrooms 
unless conditions are found to be 
so bad as to constitute a public 
nuisance. State regulations, un- 
like the city ordinance, have no 
grading provisions. 

Dr. Joseph F. Bredeck, city 
health commissioner, who filed 
suit against the board to compe! 
it to permit city inspection of the 
lunchrooms, said the state inspec- 
tion was a matter “only between 
the Board of Education and the 
state.”

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PEARL L. “BERGOFF 


STRIKE BREAKER ING 
PEARL BERGOFF DIES 


Said to Have Made $10,- 
000,000 in Labor Battles—54 
Deaths in His Campaigns. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13 (AP)— 
Pearl L. Bergoff, whose activities 
as “king of the strike-breakers” 
brought him a reputed $10,000,000 
in more than 20 years of bloody 
labor battles, died Monday night. 
He was 73 years old, 

Bergoff started his strike-break- 


jing career in 1907 against New 


Yerk longshoremen, and led 
armed men against workers in ap- 
proximately 300 strikes. Fifty-four 
deaths occurred during his strike- 
breaking campaigns, including 16 


men, women and children killed in 
less than two months in the Phil- 
adelphia transit strike of 1910. 


In 1934 he said he had 10,000 
men employed in San Francisco 
‘‘breaking a longshoremen’s 
strike.” He went into semi-re- 
tirement in 1937, and last year 
finally gave up ‘his career with 
these words: “I swear to God, if 
I had my life to live over, with 
my organizing ability, I'd be an- 
other John L. Lewis.” .

Bergoff disappeared from the 
industrial scene following loss of 
his license to operate a detective 
agency in 1942.' After loss of his 
license, Bergoff was fined $500 
yfor operating an unlicensed detec- 
tive bureau, and a one-year jail 
sentence on the charge was sus- 
pended, 

He was reported to have oper- 
ated an automobile storage firm 
in recent years. He was known 
as “the general” to his muscle- 
men and “missionaries” and as 
“the red demon” to Jabor circles. 

Bergoff usually directed his 
operations from the field, and 
changed his methods to suit con- 
ditions. When strong-arm opera- 
tions were not called for, he sent 
“missionaries” to convince strik- 
ers and their families that they 
were taking the wrong course. 

Bergoff once said he was a 
leader in “a much maligned but 
little understood” factor in indus- 
trial life. He said the services of 
his agency were similar to “those 
of the physician to the ailing in- 
dividual.” 

Coming to New York from Chi- 
cago, Bergoff started as a pri- 
vate detective and soon entered 
the industrial field. After his 
start as a waterfront strikebreak- 
er in 1907, he had made enough 
by 1925 to retire, which he did 
long enough to lose $2,000,000 in 
Florida real estate. 

Returning to the industrial 
scene, he climaxed his career in 
the Remington Rand, Inc,, dispute 
in 1936. He and James H. Rand 
Jr. president of the company, 
were tried and acquitted on 
charges of transporting strike- 
breakers across a state line. 

Bergoff in signed newspaper 
articles in 1934 termed the Pressed 
Steel Car Corp. strike as McKees 
Rocks, Pa., in 1909, the bloodiest of 
his career, He said he supplied 
the company with 4000 men and 
that there were 22 killed and 216 
wounded on both sides in the 49- 
day dispute. 

tarting on his own at the age 
of 13, Bergoff worked as newsboy, 
railroad section hand, and street- 
car spotter. For a time he was 
employed as a bodyguard for Stan- 
ford White, who later was killed 
by the late Harry K, Thaw.

Meanwhile, Representative 
Crawford (Rep.), ichigan, a 
leading congressional critic f 
OPA, label as “fantastic” Clark’s 
order. Crawford said it appeared 
to him to be aimed at bringing 
about a depression at home to 
help foreign nations buy more 
goods here. He added that Clark 
ought to turn hig attention to the 
Administration's fiscal policies, 
which, Crawford contended, are 
the’ cause of high prices. 


“If there is one step that could 
have been taken since 1933 to 
push prices up and which hasn't 
been taken I don’t know what it 
is.” Crawford said in an inter- 
view. “The administration has em- 
barked upon policies of restricted 
production, it has revalued gold 
and it has resorted to record defi- 
cit financing in time of peace. 

“Recently the Administration 
has proceeded on a _ world-wide 
program of extending dollar cred- 
its to other nations before home 
production has had a chance to 
catch up with home demand. Now 
it seems that we are going to get 
all our creditor nations together 
to precipitate a depression in the 
United States so the dollars they 
have borrowed will purchase what 
they had planned. 

“Mr. Clark seems determined to 
help bring about that depression 
by investigating our people in- 
stead of the fiscal policies of the 
Government.” 

Jail Terms to Be Sought. 

Clark handed over to the Jus- 
tice Department's anti-trust divi- 
sion the job of determining 
whether there are any conspira- 
cies to “maintain or to increase 
present prices” in the food, cloth- 
ing and housing fields. 

A department statement, reflect- 
ing a “get-tough” attitude of offi- 
cials at the top, promised crimi- 
nal prosecutions for violators. Jail 
sentences—not just fines—will be 
requested for individual] violators, 
because Clark says a “new and 
more vigorous approach” toward 
the problem of “soaring prices is 
in order. 

The Federal Bureau of Labor 
Statistics’ calculations of price in- 
creases are not strictly up to 
date. Late last month the bureau 
reported that in June the prices 
of things consumers buy averaged 
18 per cent over June of 1946 and 
59 per cent above August 1939. 

Compared with a 1935-1939 av- 
erage of 100, the bureau’s June 
index went up to a new top of 
157. That was 0.6 per cent over 
the previous high set last March. 

Suppliers Get Blame. 

Each business group was in- 

clined to place its own pricing 
difficulties on its suppliers. 
A spokesman for shirt makers 
said the “investigation should cen- 
ter on textile mill practices,” but 
the mill owners’ representative 
said the cloth makers were “get- 
ing the same percentage of the 
cotton dollar now that they did 
in 1939,” 

Most .{ndustry leaders listed 
reasons for postwar price increases 
as primarily the increased cost of 
raw materials, higher wage scales, 
and world-wide shortages. 

Lew Hahn, president of the Na- 
tional Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tions, said: “In our retail field we 
know nothing of conspiracies to 
uphold prices. The influence of 
retailers has been consistently 
used to create as favorable a price 
level for consumers as possible 
under existing conditions.” 

The Cotton-Textile Institute said 
there had been much unfounded 
criticism of the textile industry,

The British delegation, which 
will fly here this weekend, will 
be headed by Sir Wilfred Eady, 
special assistant to Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Hugh Dalton. 

Although no formal requests 
have been made, it is understood 
that England will ask concessions 
which would permit it to conserve 
its dwindling dollar supply by in- 
creasing imports from British 
dominions and decreasing imports 
from the United States. 

The present terms of the loan 
agreement prohibit this. 

Snyder emphasized it was his 
understanding that the conference 
would be strictly limited to the 
British loan and would not delve 
into other aspects of the British 
“dollar crisis” or European aid. 

Declines to Comment. 

He declined to comment on pro- 
sspective changes, saying: 

“T want to find out what the 
British delegation has in mind be- 
fore making any statement, 

“We are prepared to listen to 
anything they bring up, as long 
as it is within the area of the 
Anglo-American loan agreement.” 

In two other developments on 
the international economic scene: 

1. Snyder scotched “persist- 
ent rumors” in London’s finan- 
cial district that the Treasury 
planned to increase its price on 
gold from the present $35 an 
ounce to $50. He said there 
have been “no plans and no 
discussions” of such a move. 
An increase in the gold price 
would assist European coun- 
tries with gold reserves to ex- 
tend their present dollar credits. 

2. The British withdrew an- 
other $150,000,000 of their United 
States loan, leaving only $850,- 
000, available. At the recent 
rate of withdrawal Treasury 
officials estimated the loan 
would be exhausted in October. 

Besides the expected proposal 
to increase British buying from 
its dominions, advance reports in- 
dicate the British delegation to 
the talks here may seek a modi- 
fication of the loans terms which 
make the pound freely convert- 
able into dollars. 

In the weeks since full con- 
vertability became effective, the

dwindling supply has increased. 
No Guess on Length. 

Snyder said he could not guess 
how long the conferences will last. 
He plans to go to London for the 
opening on Sept. 10 of the annual 
meeting of the boards of gover- 
nors of the International Mone- 
tary Fund and the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and De- 
velopment, 

The importance of the talks was 
emphasized by thé announcement 
that the National Advisory Coun- 
cil will speak for the United 
States. 

Members of the council include 
Snyder, Secretary of Commerce 
W. Averell Harriman and heads 
of the Federal Reserve System 
and the port-Import Bank. 

The Nafional Advisory Council 
agreed last month to relax one 
clause in the loan agreement with 
aim of permitting greater trade 
between the United Kingdom and 
British territories.

Bids on construction of 32 two- 
family corrugated iron hutment 
dwellings for veterans in East St. 
Louis will be opened Aug. 21 in 
the office of the Federal Public 
Housing Authority, 315 North Sev- 
enth street, St. Louis, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by Emmett P. 
Griffin, chairman of the St. Clair 
County Housing Authority. 

The buildings are of the same 
type as five erected for Negro 
veterans last spring at a cost of

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A group of American and (€a- 
nadian airmen who shared the 
experience of being shot down 
over France and being hidden 
from the Nazis in the same secret 
camp are in St. Louis for a three- 
day reunion on the third anni- 
versary of their liberation. 

To commemorate the hour when 

the Fifth Division of Gen. George 
8S. Patton's Third Army moved 
into their forest hideaway at ap- 
proximately 2 p.m. on Aug. 13, 
1944, members of the group 
planned to gather in front of Jef- 
ferson Memorial in Forest Park 
today to sprinkle soil from the 
French forest. The soil was flown 
here for the occasion, 
. Maj. William Davis of Wright 
Field, Dayton, O., chairman of 
the reunion, explained that by this 
symbolic mingling of the soils of 
France and the United States, the 
group paid homage to the people 
of France who “fed us, clothed 
us, hid us out, lied for us, did 
everything possible to save us 
from the Germans.” 


132 of Their Fellows Absent. 

There were 139 airmen from six 
countries in the camp when libera- 
tion came and only seven of them 
could get to the reunion here. The 
others, scattered over the United 
States, Great Britain, Canada, 
New Zealand, Australia and South 
Africa, were to pause briefly 
wherever they were to mark the 
liberation hour, Maj: Davis said. 

Yesterday a delegation called 
on Acting Mayor Charles E. Al- 
banese at City Hall and presented 
to the city a piece of a blood- 
stained parachute in which one of 
the group, Paul Clark of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., made his descent 
into occupied France. Clark, whoa 
was flying a P-51 on a dive-bomb- 
ing mission, made the mistake of 
picking a disguised flak train for 
his target. He was wounded and 
his ‘chute was torn by flak, but 
it carried him safely to the 
ground, 

Like the other members of the 
group, each of whom has an in- 
dividual adventure story, Clark 
was rescued and harbored by the 
French people until he could be 
delivered to the hideout in Fretev- 
al Forest, south of Paris, by the 
French underground working with 
British intelugence operatives, 

It had been the practice to 
smuggle the airmen: out of occu- 
pied France to Spain, from where 
they could make their way back 
to their own forces, but the un- 
derground route was upset by the 
Allied ,invasion of Normandy. 


British intelligence then ordered 
the establishment of the forest 
camp to await liberation. 
St. Louisan’s Husband in Group. 
The 17 charter members of the 
camp arrived June 9, 1944. This 
group included William J. Yanzek 
of Dayton, O., whose wife is the 
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former Mary Lou Rohan of St. 
Louis. 
camp had swelled to 69 occupants 
and the organization which is 
meeting here was formed and 
named “Escadrille Soixante-Neuf,” 
}meaning Squadron 69 in French. 

Most of the reunion program is 
in light-hearted vein.

first time since 1937. 

After unsuccessfully exchanging 
prospective dates for two months, 
American and British Profession- 
al Golf Association officials fin- 
ally agreed ‘yesterday to hold the 
matches Nov. 1 and 2, The Port- 
land (Ore.) Golf Club was imme- 
diately certified as the site for 
the famed matches. 


The Ryder Cup classic, which 
first originated in Worcester, 
Mass., in 1927 and was resumed 
every two years thereafter on a 
home-and-home basis, was last 
played in Southport, England, in 
1937, with the United States win- 
ning, 8 to 4. 

America, which holds a four to 
two victory margin over the 
Britons, was scheduled to defend 
the cup here in 1939 but the 
matches were caHed off because 
of the war. 

The United States team will be 
selected on the basis of a newly 
designed point system which 
awards points to the pros on a 
graded scale for finishing in the 
first 10 places in United States 


tournaments between Jan. 1, 1946, 
and Sept. 1, 1947.

Yet even in its righteous indig- 
nation, public opinion must not 
forget the real origins of this 


crime. It must remember that in- 
justice and inhumanity breed in- 
justice and inhumanity. The 
butchery of these hostages was an 
act of retaliation for the judicial 
murder by the British authorities 
of three young Jews who had 
helped some of their fellow-con- 
spirators escape frem the Acre 
prison last May. These three 
men had been misguided, but ac- 
cording to their own lights they 
were only fighting for Jewish free- 
dom. Their death at British 
hands at the very moment whes 
the United Nations Commission 
for Palestine is seeking a final 
solution for the Palestine prob- 
lem is a lasting blot on the record 
of British justice. 

Anti-Semitism Among British. 

There is nothing to be gained by 
mincing words. The British mili- 
tary administration in Palestine 
is shot through from top to bottom 
with anti-Semitism. The British 
forces of occupation, now number- 
ing 100,000 men, presumably have 
been sent to Palestine to keep the 
peace between Jews and Arabs. 
They are there as the agents of 
a mandatory power charged with 
the duty of insuring the safety of, 
the peoples temporarily entrusted 
to its care as wards. But the plain 
truth is that the great majority 
of the Jews in Palestine who are 
wholly innocent of the acts of 
terrorism committed by a handful 
of fanatics, and who are trying 
to prevent the repetition of such 
acts, are not only deprived of 
every semblance of their legiti- 
mate rights, but are also being 
treated as outcasts by the authori- 
ties who are supposed to be acting 
as their trustees. 

The Rubowitz case provides a 
shocking illustratiog®BY of existing 
conditions. The British police 
force in Palestine has a notorious 
“strong arm squad.” Last spring 
a 16-year-old boy named Alexan- 
der Rubowitz was kidnaped by 
members of this squad, headed by 
a Maj. Farran, taken down the 
deserted Jericho Road, and tor- 
tured. He died on the spot. The 
officers responsible were advised 
to flee to Syria. Due to unex- 
pected publicity, Maj. Farran was 
compelied to return to Jerusalem, 
was identified by eyewitnesses, 
was imprisoned, was helped by his 
fellow officers again to escape, 
and subsequently, because of fur- 


“an inexorable national necessity.” 


more. His accomplices are gen- 
erally believed to be back on duty 
in Jerusalem. 

Understanding Made Easier. 

When we know that the authori- 
ties charged with the protection of 
the inhabitants of Palestine are 
guilty of such atrocities, and learn 
of the gross miscarriages of jus- 
tice that have taken place in the 
individual officials responsible, it 
is easier for us to understand why 
such acts of retaliation as the mur- 
der of the British sergeants have 
been perpetrated. 

If the United Nations permits 
the continuation of this vicious 
circle in Palestine, a major catas- 
trophe will be inevitable. Only a 
few days ago what was nothing 
more nor less than a pogrom took 
place in the streets of the Jewish 
city of Tel-Aviv, when British 
troops deliberately shot down un- 
armed men and women in reprisal 
for the murder of the two sger- 
geants. Human passions are 
mounting to a pitch where they 
soon will be out of control, 

These dangers, grave as they 
are, are by no means the most 
serious of the consequences to be 
anticipated. Anti-Jewish riots are 
already spreading rapidly through- 
out the British Isles. Jewish dem- 
onstrations against Great Britain 
are increasing here at home.’ Un- 
less the tragedy of Palestine is 
ended quickly, the hatreds now 
arising will stimulate the growth 
of that loathsome blight of anti- 
Semitism in several countries 
which have so far prided them- 
selves on their freedom from ra- 
cial antagonisms, 

At its session next month, the 
Assembly of the United Nations 
will receive the report of its Com- 
mission on Palestine. We must 
hope that the action taken by the 
Assembly on this report will pro- 
vide a just and final solution. 

However often Mr. Bevin may 
deny the self-evident truth, the 
evils resulting from present-day 
conditions in Palestine are a threat 
to world peace, They are engen- 


dering international friction and) 


ill-will. They are jeopardizing 
friendly co-operation between the 
western powers. Neither the As- 
semb!y nor the Security Council 
can afford to ignore the fact that 
their obligations under Articles 11 
and 39 of the United Nations Char- 
ter will not be met unless some 
way is promptly found to termi- 
nate the British mafidate and to 
replace the British forces now in 
Palestine with some truly impar- 
tial peace enforcement agency.

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Soviets Could Keep Balkans Case 


From Assembly 


by 3 More Vetoes

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Aug. 13 (UP). 


T may take three more Soviet vetoes, but Russia was in position 
today to thwart the United States plan for tossing the smoldering 
Balkans dispute to the 55 United Nations at the forthcoming 


session of the General Assembly. 

A rarely mentioned article in 
the U.N. Charter, plus the very 
veto power the Western countries 


are trying to circumvent in the 
Balkans case, were expected to 
stand Russia in good stead in the 
new and crucial stage of the de- 
bate. 

The Charter prohibits the As- 
sembly from acting in any case 
with which the Security Council 
is occupied. U.N. diplomats point- 
ed out that Russia, by adroit use 
of the Big Five rule of unanimity, 
ean veto any attempt to strike the 
case from the Council's docket. 
This would prevent the Assembly 
from acting in the matter, as pro- 
posed yesterday by the United 
States. 

Before that decision is taken, 
Russia will have to wield the veto 
at least two other times if it 
sticks to its refusal to allow any 
long-range U.N. intervention be- 
tween squabbling Greece and Al- 
bania, Bulgaria and Yugoslavia. 

Australian Proposal. 

The first of these will probably 
kili off Australia's proposal to 
brand the Balkans dispute a 
“threat to peace,” to send perma- 
nent U.N. observers to the Balkans 
and to order all four governments 
to cease provocations, It would 
not attempt to place blame for the 
trouble in that corner of the world. 

Following that, Soviet Delegate 
Andrei A. Gromyko was almost 
certain to vute “no” to the new 
American proposal, which in effect 
would accuse the three northern 
countries of trying to foist a Com- 
munist dictatorship on Greece. It 
also, would keep the Security 
Council's temporary sub-commis- 
sion patrolling Balkans borders 
indefinitely. 

The Security Council never has 
Getermined whether the act of 
removing a case from its agenda 
is a substantive action subject to 
the veto or merely a procedural 
step requiring only a majority 
vote. It has been established, 
however, that any one of the big 

powers may epply its veto when 


the council] tries to decide wheth- 


er a certain move is to be con- 


sidered procedural or substantive. 
This means that Russia, in one 
way or other, can block removal 
of the Balkans case from the 
agenda. 
Although delegates took a vaca- 
tion from the Balkans case today 
to listen to some more Egyptian 
and British wrangling about the 
English occupation of the Nile 
valley, the new United States 
strategy in the Balkans case, and 
the threat to act outside the U.N. 
if necessary, remained the center 
of interest, a 
Reaction ranged from strong 
support by Britain and Greece to 
grave speculation by officials of 
the Slavic countries that the 
United States was contemplating 
direct military intervention to 
save Greece from an alleged Com- 
munist plot, 

A Serious Precedent. 
It was widely agreed, at any 
rate, that the United States was 
laying a serious precedent for the 
United Nations in attempting to 
rullify the Security Council vot- 
ing procedure by appealing first to 
the Assembly and, if that doesn't 
work, to countries “willing” to act 
in the spirit of the Charter—but 
outside of the machinery that 
Charter has established. 
Some officials said that as a 
short term strategy it might sub- 
sequently settle the Balkans case 
and relax the pressure being ap- 
plied to Greece by the Communist- 
governed northern neighbors. 


As a long range move, these of- 
ficials said, the American policy 
as laid down by Deputy American 
Delegate Herschel V. Johnson 
could backfire someday. Their 
reasoning was that the United 
States might not always have a 
majority behind it in the Security 
Council and when that day comes, 
American delegates could con- 
ceivably find themselves the tar- 
get of a similar veto-skirting 
move. 

American diplomats were known 
to feel that the big power veto 
must be kept intact because ihe 
balance of power won’t always be 
as it is in the Security Council.

ANOTHER STORE OF MILITARY 
MATERIAL SEIZED IN BERLIN 


BERLIN, Aug. 13 (UP)—Ameri- 
can authorities have arrested four 
Germans and seized an illegal 
cache of war materials, reportedly 
intended for an Allied military 
mission in Berlin, it was disclosed 
today.

If We Are Lucky 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The recent letter, “A Veteran’s View 
of D.P.s,” amazed me. I returned home 
last January after 22 months of active 
service in Germany, much of it in D.P. 
work, with an entirely different point 
of view from that expressed by George 
Rossi. 

My detachment was assigned to dyty 
in D.P. camps shortly after the break- 
through. We worked at it from the 
Siegfried line to the last stand of the 
S.S. troops in the Austrian Tyrol. Among 
other activities we founded the Rus- 
sian camp at Heilbronn and the Jewish 
camp at Landsberg. Later, in the occu- 
pational phase, we had charge of the 
colony of 6000 Latvians at Esslingen 
and several smaller groups of Poles, 
Balts, Italians, French, Belgian and 
other nationalities near Heidelberg. As 
a member of the D.P. section of Seventh 
Army Headquarters under Lt. Gen. 
Keyes, I was in close contact with 
many D.P. groups. Never did I see or 
hear of the conditions Mr. Rossi men- 
tioned. 

True, there were criminals among the 
D.P.s—in about the same percentage, I 
imagine, as in the United States, Surely 
there was widespread black marketing, 
but who supplied the American cig- 
arettes, chocolate, gasoline and pow- 
dered eggs to the black market chan- 
nels? And, oh, yes, I'm told some D.P. 
girls “sold themselves” for cigarettes. 
But even a D.P. girl can’t go wrong 
by herself. As for Mr. Rossi's allega- 
tion of disloyalty to the United States 
or allies—that I have never seen, nor 
heard it mentioned before. i 

D.P.s are human beings—good, bad 
and indifferent. One quality they have 
in common: all of them were victims 
of either Fascist or Communist oppres- 
sion. (That is the reason they cannot 
remain in Germany or return to Com- 
munist-controlled countries with any 
hope of security.) As such, they share 
a passion for democracy. If they have 
become disillusioned, it is not too hard 
to understand. That faith could be 
restored by passage of the Stratton bill, 
as urged by Secretary Marshall. 

By the passage of that bill, the United 
States could have first claim on some 
of the finest talents and the best crafts- 
men in Europe, many of whom we badly 
need, particularly in our underpopulated 
areas. Doctors and nurses, architects 
and builders, farmers, livestock men, 
chemists, artists, engravers, wood carv- 
ers, cabinet makers, seamstresses, cooks, 
textile weavers, mechanics, engineers, 
plumbers, experts in leather, ceramics, 
metals, etc.—all carefully checked by 
our State Department of course—can 
be ours if we want them. 

These people look to the democracies 
for salvation. Let's quit talking about 
ideals and humanitarianism. Let’s stop 
being Pollyannas, if you please, and be 
frankly selfish. Let's help ourselves to 
the greatest resource Europe has to 
offer: the strength of her carefully se- 
lected displaced persons. 
years ago an unhappy German emigrant 
founded an American family named 
Eisenhower. More recently there was 
a refugee named Einstein. Aren't we 
the lucky ones!

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As a veteran, I have always disliked 
being singled out as such for special 
attention. I did a job along with mil- 
lions of others who had no choice in 
the matter. I was saving my own neck 
just as much as I was helping save the 
necks of those who remained at home. 
I can see that I was no hero. But some- 
where, it seems to me, there should be 
some line of distinction. 

The average veteran spent between 
three and four years in the service. 
During his service time he left his 
“power of attorney” with those who 
stayed at home. A “fair trade, it seems 
to me: “You look after my affairs, and 
Ill make sure you don’t become slave 
labor.” 

So what happened? Here’s what I 
found: With marriage depending on a 
place to live, I started looking for an 
apartment: I found that apartments 
were available at $100 and up. I tried 
to buy a house on the G.I, plan. A vet- 
eran going to school, even though he 
is also working, is not permitted to 
make a loan. They won't even accept 
co-signers. Sure, I could make an FHA 
loan, but the down payment would be 
over twice that on a G.I. loan. Hell—I 
was no war worker—I couldn’t save that 
kind of money out of my service pay. 

So I ran into a paradoxical situation. 
I am permitted to pay for an apart- 
ment whatever the landlord can squeeze 
out of me, but prohibited from owning 
my own home at $65 a month. 

Anyway, I have a clear conscience. I

Not so Many . 


Attack on the H.C.O.L. 


If Attorney General Clark succeeds in the 
anti-trust drive which he has launched as a 
means of reducing the cost of living, it will do 
more than anything else possibly could to in- 
crease the popularity of the Truman Adminis- 
tration. More important, it will be popularity 
which is eminently deserved. 

People are talking more now about the high 
cost of living than they are about the weather 
and baseball combined. They are being pinched 
in a way that hurts, and those that are being 
pinched worst are the white-collar class, in which 
the Republican party normally finds its strong- 
est sypport. . 

According to the Department of Labor, per 
capita incomes, measured in goods rather than 
wages, have declined 10 per cent since 1944. 
Despite the round of wage increases, real earn- 


ings. of factory workers declined more than 4 . 


per cent from June, 1946, to June, 1947. 

The rate of personal savings has declined two- 
thirds since 1944. E bonds are being cashed in 
faster than they are being bought. A large num- 
ber of families are drawing on savings to meet 
current expenses. Consumer credit is about 
two and a half times as high as it was in 1943. 
The national income is up in dollars, but the 
index of production is down. 

While real wages have been falling, profits 
have been booming. In the best war year, 1943, 
orporation profits were 10 billion dollars; now 
hey are running at the rate of 17 billions a 
year. Unlike labor, industry does not have to 
let all its dollars loose on the*present depre- 
ciated market, but is salting an unprecedented 
percentage of its profits away in depreciation 
reserves and surplus accounts, for use when the 
dollar is perhaps more valuable. 

These may seem like sour and uninteresting 
statistics, but they are important, because they 
show that our prosperity rests on an unsound 
base. 

When real wages are falling and profits are 
skyrocketing at the same time, it is a signal for 
those in charge of the nation’s welfare to stop, 
look and listen. It is time for measures to bring 
real wages up again by stopping the inflation 
spiral. 

Attorney General Clark and Assistant Attor- 
ney General Sonnett, in charge of the anti-trust 
division, have set themselves a hard task. The 
anti-trust laws are at best a blunt instrument for 
paring down greed, Only jf they are used with 
skill and determination will they do the job.

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The Airplane as a Map Maker 

One of the values of William P. Odom’s rec- 
|ord-breaking flight around the world is that it 
‘caused many Americans to look at maps of his 
63-hour journey, as it were, from a vantage 
point above the North Pole. This map of the 
top of the world shows one very important thing 
about geography which the usual distorted flat 
projection does not disclose. It shows clearly 
that the shortest routes from both Europe and 
Asia are not across the, oceans but over the 
Far North. 

Thus, the most direct route from Tokyo to 
the United States leaves Hawaii far to the South 
as many hundred miles out of the way. Skirt- 
ing Kamchatka, the route from Japan crosses 
Alaska and comes down through Canada into 
the heart of the United States. Similarly, the 
shortest route from Moscow to this country 
passes over upper Scandinavia, Greenland, 
Labrador and Ontario. The airplane has changed 
many things and one of them is the way maps 
should be drawn and read. 
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The Ruhr Coal Conference 


At long last, British and American officials 
have assembled in Washington to do something 
about Ruhr coal production. Aside from food 
shortages, this is the most vexing problem of 
Western Europe. . Upon it hinges not only eco- 
nomic recovery for the nations that depend upon 


the Ruhr for their coal supply, but actually 


life and death. For want of coal last winter— 
a very severe one—people actually froze to 
death. 

The Ruhr is now producing only about half 
as much coal as the region yielded under Hitler, 
One reason is that the miners are poorly nour- 
ished and cannot work at top speed. They are 
being given supplemental rations, but these they 
share with their hungry families. Another rea- 
son is the wretched housing situation. Essen 
and Duesseldorf were smashed by bombs and 
little has been done to repair the damage. 

There is no reason why a frontal attack can- 
not be made to feed and house the miners. For 
want of such an attack, Western Europe is in a 
state of paralysis economically. Hundreds of 
factories that might otherwise be producing 
badly-needed goods are shut down or working 
only part-time for lack of fuel. Everywhere the 
ery is for coal. 

Aside from the personal problems of the 
miners, the mines of the Ruhr need machinery 
to replace that damaged or destroyed during 
the war, and the railroads of Germany need roll- 
ing stock to transport the fuel. The conferees 
at Washington have their work cut out for 
them, but they and the top leaders in England 
and the United States cannot afford to fail. 
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This Is Different 


The Health Division is being treated to a City 
Hall runaround. To Dr. Joseph F. Bredeck’s 
appeal for higher divisional salaries, the offi- 
cial reply is that things are bad everywhere. The 
Mayor’s office referred the Health Commission- 
er’s letter to the personnel director, who said 
other departments ought to have more money, 
too. ; , 

Undoubtedly that is so. But the Health Divi- 
sion is‘in a different position from other depart- 
ments curtailed. by the city deficit. Health work 
depends on professional employes. There is a 
shortage of doctors and nurses. If St. Louis pays 
from $1300 to $2800 less for such workers than 
other major cities, it cannot secure them. 

So the city needs 167 public health nurses. 
Once it did employ 101, but now it has 41. It 
needs physicians. It has had no supervisor of 
venereal disease control for five years, though 
76 per cent of the city’s communicable ailments 
are venereal. ; 

What the Health Division asks for is self- 


preservation. It also seeks the ability to pro- 
tect St. Louis from a rising disease and death 
rate. This is the last place in the city govern- 
ment to economize, and City Hall should admit it. 
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A Reproach to a Proud Breed 


Henry Kaiser is in Washington telling the 
Maritime Commission, the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and the White House that now is the time to 
scrap the government’s surplus ships, while 
scrap prices are high and there is an acute 
shortage of steel. 

We have about 1000 surplus ships to dis- 
mantle, which would yield several million tons 
of high-grade scrap. Scrap is selling now at 
$40 a gross ton, the highest price in history. It 
is so precious that automobile companies and 
other manufacturers are trading their scrap in 
to the steel company which will give them the 
largest allocation of new steel. 

The Senate Small Business Committee was 
told that junk yards are holding their old metal 
until they can trade it in for new steel, which 
is then sold on the “gray market.” 

To speed the dismantling of surplus ‘ships, 
then, is a good thing. But it is no answer to 
the basic problem of increasing steel capacity. 
The nation’s steel mills can produce now about 
90,000,000 tons of steel a year, but steel men say 
that 10,000,000 tons of this capacity is outdated 
and, in ordinary times, uneconomic. Govern- 
ment economists say that we need at least 10,- 
000,000 tons of additional steel capacity. 

Big Steel, however, is looking not to maxi- 
mum demand, but to average demand, which it 
elaims will require only about 60,000,000 tons of 
steel a year. Yet it is obvious that a basic in- 
dustry like steel, to which the rest of the na- 
tional economy is geared, should be prepared to 
meet maximum demand? Even the capacity to 
meet maximum peacetime demand is not enough 
for military preparedness, as was shown in the 
recent war. 

If the steel industry cannot be persuaded to 
increase capacity on the basis of its present 
handsome profits, the Government should take 
special steps to obtain expansion. Senator Mur- 
ray has prepared a bill, which he will introduce 
at the next session, to offer inducements to 
steel companies to expand. This bill calls for a 
government corporation like the RF€ which 
would provide steel-expansion loans at a low 
rate of interest and on long terms, with the cor- 
poration empowered to remit interest in periods 
of difficulty. 

If this is the price of economic and military 
preparedness in respect to an adequate supply 
of steel, we should be prepared to pay it. But 
it will be a reproach to the proud breed of steel- 
makers. if they cannot take the steps needed in 
their own industry without outside help.

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There Are Nation’s Rights, Too

prophets of doom are at it again, Specifically, 
Gov. Jester of Texas is at it. © 

Gov. Jester brings up all the big guns of 
state’s rights demagogy against the court's deci- 
sion that tidelands oil belongs to the Federal 
Government. “A potent weapon for... na- 
tionalization of the entire oil and gas industry,” 
he says. “The greatest of all usurpations of 
state rights by the Federal Government,” he 
says. He urges legislation to nullify the court's 
decision. 

This is the veriest poppycock. State’s rights 
are not served, but are weakened, by being in- 
voked to cover up private greed against the na- 
tional interest. They are too important to be 
cried falsely as the boy in an Aesop’s fable 
cried “Wolf!” 

National defense is the responsibility of the 
Federal Government, not of the state govern- 
ments, Any central government that does not 
discharge that primary responsibility is 2 gov- 
ernment in name only, and headed for subjuga- 
tion. Oil in large quantities is necessary to na- 
tional self-defense in modern war. The tide- 
lands are the United States’ last great reserve 
of oil. This sequence of facts is plain and in- 
escapable. 

The 48 states cannot leave their common de- 
fense to Texas and California, and even if they 
could, Texas and California couldn’t do it. There 
are other rights besides those of the states. 
There are nation’s rights, which are equally 
sacred and cannot be abrogated without inviting 
disaster. Natural resources required for the 
common security are among nation’s rights: We 
recommend a calm consideration of them to the 
Governor of Texas.

The Automobile Club of Missouri has taken a 
curious position. It says the Curry road resolu- 
tion wouldn’t deprive the Highway Commission 
of supervision of state road funds, because the 
Legislature could “implement” the proposed 
constitutional amendment to provide safeguards. 
That is betting on a doubtful possibility. 

Another pending road measure offers more 
certainty. The Butler bill would also raise the 
state gas tax to provide needed construction 
funds. But this bill would let the Highway Com- 
mission spend the money, while the Curry plan 
would divide authority for road-building among 
114 counties and 251 cities. 

If the Auto Club is really concerned about a 
unified state road program, why doesn’t it just» 
come out for the Butler bill, and clear away all 
the ifs and provisos?

If any Westerners remain who do not 
realize that it is a new East with which 
the world must deal—and there seem to be 
a few such in Amsterdam and the Hague— 
let them study what happened when the 
Dutch attacked the Indonesian Republic. 


Dutch troops went into action in the best 
Pearl Harbor fashion on July 21, twenty- 
four hours before the expiration of the 
truce. Immediately Sutan Sjahrir, former 
Prime Minister of,the Republic, started for 
India. In New Delhi he placed the Indo- 
nesian case before Jawaharlal Nehru. 


The next day, Mr. Nehru, who is so soon 
to be the most influential minister in the 
most populous and potentially most power- 
ful dominion under the British crown, 
ranged himself on Sjahrir’s side. India, he 
declared, as an independent Asian state— 
which it would be in another 22 days— 
would support the Indonesian struggle for 
independence in every possible way. 


But Nehru was not content simply to 
promise help. He went beyond that to lay 
down a general doctrine: 

“No European nation, whatever it may 
be, has any business to use its army in 
Asia against the people of Asia.” 


The Issue in Two Words 


The American press has headlined this as 
an Asian “Monroe Doctrine,” and the title 
is deserved. Its parallelism with the prin- 
ciple laid down by President Monroe, under 
the guidance of John Quincy Adams and 


‘with the approval of Thomas Jefferson, is 


obvious and complete. And just as the 
Mohroe Doctrine has profoundly influenced 
the course of history in the West, so this 
doctrine announced by Nehru is likely to 
exert a profound influence on the East. 
Almost as significant as this “Nehru 
Doctrine” was the sentence with which the 
Indian leader closed his interview: “The 
fact that foreign .armies are fighting on 
Asian soil is itself an insult to Asia.” 
Nehru’s words about “foreign armies” 
may shock into consciousness of the issues 
in Indonesia the idealistic young Dutch 


Christians who risked their lives to free 
their country from the foreign army of 
Nazi occupation. We hope they will. 


We also hope they will be pondered by all 
Western nations, not least the United 
States, 


Americans have an idea that when their 
armies go into action abroad it is always 
as crusaders bound on an unselfish mission 
of emancipation. 


. If Gen. Wedemeyer, for example, on his 
return from his present mission to China, 
should recommend American armed inter- 
vention there, most Americans would be 
sure that sending the expeditionary force 
would be a self-sacrificing act on the part 
of Uncle Sam to contain Communism and 
thus to protect China. 


What Nehru Thinks Today 


What these Americans need to see is 
that, in the eyes of Nehru, American boys 
sent on such a mission would be simply, 
like the Dutch in Indonesia, “foreign 
armies” and “an insult to Asia.” It would 
make no difference why they landed on 
Chinese soil; to the new East they would 
still be “foreign armies,” and nothing else. 


But it may be objected, does Nehru really 
represent the mind of Asia? Is he not a 
solitary figure, far removed in his thinking 
from the thinking of the Indian or Asian 
masses? 

Nehru is, to be sure, out in front. But 
what he thinks today, most of India will 
be Ahinking tomorrow, and most of Asia 
the day after. 

These are wonderful days for the United 
States, or any other Western nation, to be 


making friends with the emerging nations — 


of the new and independent East. But 
these are also days in which thoughtless- 
ness and heedlessness can lose friends in 
that same new East—friends that one day 
we will wish we had. 

One of the sugest, swiftest ways to lose 
such potential ends is to get them into 
the habit of thinking of us in terms of 


“foreign armies.” «

Too many people are beginning to think 
of future military power strictly in terms 
of the atomic bomb. This being so, they 
reason, there will be no great need for man- 
power; figures on the production of basic 
materials, especially steel, will no longer 
be a. major factor in calculating war po- 
tential, they contend, since it takes little 
steel] to produce a lot of A-bombs., 


Any joust between two powers hurling 
atom bombs at one another will produce 
little result but destruction. The bombs 
alone cannot conquer a country any more 
than can airpower alone. Germany was 
battered from the air for years, but it was 
not until the slogging foot soldier with a 


bayonet attached to his rifle got there that 
Germany was finally defeated. 

There is no. reason to believe it would 
be otherwise in any future hypothetical 
war. Testimony on this point was given 
before a Senate armed service subcommit- 
tee by a man who might, because of his 
position, be expected to believe otherwise, 
Adm, Chester W. Nimitz, chief of naval 
operations. 

Expressing the conviction that the next 
war will see “ground, sea and air action” 
with co-ordination emanating from the 
joint chiefs of staff and implemented by 
the heads of the three fighting groups, 
Adm. Nimitz said: 


“It is my conviction that the ground sol- 
dier must go in to hold the ground, You 
can’t get away from it.” 

All of which supports those who are of

The brief, 
which used even 
more caustic lan- 
guage in criti- 
cizing specific 
practices, grew 
out of a report 
submitted 
by Pan American covering its 1944 
operations in Latin America, That 
report showed that the company 
had an operating profit of $1,679,- 
357 for the first 10 months of 1944, 
But in subsequent reports from the 
company covering. November and 
December, this profit was wiped 
out and replaced by a loss of al- 
most $800,000. 


Overnight Reversal. 


In October of 1944 the compan 
showed an operating profit of 2 
cents per revenue mile. The re- 
ported figures for the month of 
December showed a loss of 8&1 
cents per revenue mile. It was 
this extraordinary change in so 
short a space of time that CAB's 
public counsel attacked in the 86- 
page brief, signed by Harry A. 
Bowen, who has since resigned 
from the CAB, and by William 
Cc. Burt. 

According to the brief, many of 
the thousands of items of cost 
charged off in November and De- 
cember applied to other months of 
the year. Public counsel asked 
that these be related to the spe- 
cific time in which they occurred, 
Pan American’ refused this re- 


quest. 
Costs Out of Line. 


‘The brief included an exhibit to 
show that “Pan American is the 
only carrier whose costs per rev- 
enue mile and per ton mile in- 
creased with increasing operations 
during 1844. Increasing operations 
and increasing trip frequencies 
accompanied by increasing unit 
costs is against all experience in 
- the industry.” 

“Over the three-year period, Pan 
American's plane mile costs aver- 
aged more than twice the costs 
of the four largest domestic car- 
riers,” the brief stated. This was 


HILE the struggle between rival airlines was being aired 
before the Senate war investigating subcommittee, another 
and far less publicized phase of the contest was in progrest 
before the Civil Aeronautics Board. 


At issue were the rates charged 
exclusive youtes in Latin America, 


it was pointed out, even 
though labor costs for mainte- 
in Brazil 
were only a fraction of similar 
costs in the U.S.A. 


In replying, Pan American 
charged that CAB counsel had no 
basis’ for questioning Pan Amer- 
ican’s bookkeeping. Lack of ex- 
perience in airline operation and 
airline accounting was shown, ac- 
cording to the company, through- 
out the brief. 


Threading a Maze. 


Later CAB sent nine account- 
ants to Miami to go over Pan 
American’s books for the period 
in question. For six months they 
added and re-added a complicated 
maze of figures. 


In their report, they said they 
found nothing irregular in Pan 
American’s accounting, The com- 
pany naturally made much of the 
fact that after six months no ir- 
regularities -had been brought to 
light. : 

This illustrates very well the di- 
lemma of regulation in its present 
form. The nine accountants had 
been borrowed by CAB from one 
of the older commissions, During 
their stay in Miami, they were 
prodded by. CAB lawyers’ who 
pointed out that it was not mere- 
ly a matter of correct ' addition 
and subtraction but the whys and 
wherefores of accounting practice. 

After sitti on the case for 
many month8, the CAB now had 
handed down a decision. Over its 
Latin American routes, Pan 
American was awarded a rate of 
80 cents per mail-ton mile. This 
is considerably under the rate 
asked by the company. But it is 
more than those who first brought 
the case had believed equitable. 


Staggering Handicaps. 


Regulation by bureaucracy faces 
staggering handicaps. The com- 
pany, be it airline, steamship or 
railroad, hires the «smartest ac- 
countants and the cleverest law- 
yers. They have the brains and 
the financial resources to contest 
endlessly with the bureaucrats. 

During his last term in the 
Senate, Justice Hugo L. Black con- 
ducted a vigorous investigation 
into steamship subsidies and prof- 
its. The public got a lot of in- 
formation it never had before. 
The same kind of investigation 
into the airlines would be a 
healthy thing, not alone for the 
public interest but for the lines 
themselves.

BAKEWELL SPEAKS 
ON INELATION SPIRAL 


Cites Price Rises After Un- 
precedented Profits, Urges 
Labor, Management Help. 


* 


An inflationary spiral has start- 
ed in the United States, and it is 
the joint responsibiilty of manage- 
ment and Jabor to check it, Repre- 
sentative Claude I. Bakewell said 
today. Bakewell spoke at a lunch- 
eon meeting which formally opened 
the second annual convention of 
the National Society of Public Ac- 
countants, at Hotel Statler, 
Members of the basic industries, 
including oil, steel, and automobile 
firms, have recorded unprecedent- 
ed profits in the second quarter of 
this year, Bahewell said. Despite 
this, he added, many have an- 
nounced price increases, Labor, he 
said, has .constantly demanded 
higher wages, although it already 
was receiving its highest income 
in history. 

Bakewell predicted that if the 
inflationary trend is not stopped 
soon another depression will oc- 
cur. With it, he said, will come 
a concentrated ‘effort on the part 
of Russia to convert the United 
States to a Communist form of 
government. If free enterprise 
does not accept its responsi- 
bilities now in all regards, he said, 
it will become extinct and will not 
have an opportunity to rectify its 
errors later. 

Bakewell criticized pressure 
groups which seek to prevent 
cutting of public funds allotted to 
their pet projects, and govern- 
mental bureaucratic groups which 
seek to prepetuate themselves 
after the need for them has ended.

ing his escape from a Georgia 
chain gang, was a free man today, 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly had hon- 
ored Georgia's request that the 
40-year-old fugitive be returned 
to finish serving a sentence of five 
to 10 years for assault with intent 
to kill, but United States District 
Judge Richard M. Duncan yester- 
day ruled the extradition request 
» “es defective and ordered the 
prisoner released. 

Hudson, who lived at Ogle- 

thorpe, Ga., in 1944 was arrested 
' for pursuing his wife with a 
butcher knife. He waived indict- 
ment and pleaded guilty to a 
criminal] information. After serv- 
ing one year of his sentence, he 
escaped and came to St. Louis, 
where he was employed as a 


i 


laborer until his arrest as a fugi- 
tive. 

At the request of Negro clergy- 
men, Silas E. Garner, Negro attor- 
ney, went to Hudson’s aid, filing 
an application for a writ of habe- 
as corpus. 


Gov. Donnelly, in granting the 
extradition request last May, held 
that Georgia’s procedure of trial 
on a crimina. information was 
tantamount to use of an indiat- 
ment, and that the copy of the in- 
formation which accompanied tt 
extradition request was sufficient. 
Chief Justite Ernest M, Tipton of 
the Missouri Supreme Court ruled 
in July that it was the province of 
a Federal rather than a state 
court to pass on the constitutional 
adequacy of the extradition pa- 
pers. 

Taking this hint, Garner went 
into United States District Court 
here. He cited the constitutional 
requirement that a request for ex- 
tradition be accompanied either 
by a copy of an indictment or by 
an affidavit from a person with 
first-hand knowledge of the crime 
committed by the fugitive. 

Judge Duncan six weeks Ago 
said he was inclined to believe a 
copy of the information was ade- 
quate for extradition purposes, 
but withheld judgment so Garner 
could present a brief.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (UP)— 
Senate. investigators said today 
they would soon ask Big Steel for 
its explanation of the steel short- 
age. 

A Senate Small Business sub- 
committee has already heard.small 
fabricators, manufacturers and 
consumers relate their difficulties 
in obtainirg steel and steel prod- 
ucts, 


Senator Edward Martin (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, subcommittee chair- 
man, was expected back at the 
Capitol today to set a date for 
resumption of the hearings. Rep- 
resentatives of Big Steel and the 
CIO United Steel Workers Union 
are expected to be called to tes- 
tify. 

The subcommittee’s announce- 
ment follows a demand by the 
West Coast industrialist, Henry J. 
Kaiser, for a thorough Senate 
inquiry into the alleged failure of 
the steel industry to expand pro- 
ductive capacity to meet national 
and world needs. 

Kaiser and others have charged 
that Big Steel is refusing to ex- 
pand its capacity because it is 
afraid the now heavy demand will 
slump in a few years. 

In testimony taken by the sub- 
committee, many steel users have 
told of being forced to pay exorbi- 
tant prices in “gray markets.” 
Some said they could not get steel 
at any price. Others said they 
were short because they were un- 
willing to pay “gray market” 
prices. 

Previous testimony included ac- 
counts of fantastic paper deals 
in the “gray market” with numer- 
ous middlemen trying to cut in 
for handsome profits. These so- 
called “gray markets” comprise 
transactions outside of regular 
channels, 

A committee staff aid said the 
Big Steel representatives would 
be asked about productive capac- 
ity and why the “historical quota” 
basis (whereby purchasers re- 
ceived fixed shares of a_ steel 
company’s output) had been aban- 
doned in some instances since 
steel became scarce.

125-YEAR-OLD | 
CHEMICAL DEADLY 
AS BUG KILLER 
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Michael Farady’s Compound 
Outranks DDT in Some 
Field, Says Chemist. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13 (UP)—A 
chemical compound, prepared 125 
years ago by Scientist, Michael 
Faraday, now is being used as a 
deadly weapon in man’s war on 
the house fly and other pests, 

This new application is benzene 
hexachloride, or BHC for short. 
For a hundred years and more it 
was known for medicinal and in- 
dustrial purposes, but not recog- 
nized for its insecticidal powers. 
The records do not show how 


Faraday discovered the com- 
pound, 
Today, according: to Dr. Ken- 
neth E. Maxwell, director of re- 
search and development of the 
Chemurgic Corp., Richmond, Calif., 
BHC outranks DDT as a killer of 
many insects. 

He bases his opinion on studies 
with the new killer. Reporting in 
the Chemurgic Digest, Dr. Max- 

well found that BHC, when used 
in a kerosene-type fly spray, is 
10 times as toxic as DDT to the 
house fly. 

BHC also is death to lice and 
ticks, according to Maxwell. He 
said that BHC is the only material 
known to date which will kill both 
the adult lice and their eggs.” 
The preliminary experiments also 
show, he said, that BHC “appears 
‘to be more effective against cer- 
tain species of mosquito larvae.” 


The compound has a triple- 
threat action. It acts as a stom- 
ach poison, a contact poison and 
as a fumigant. 

He said that BHC appears to be 
safe to use on almost all plants. 
The compound is probably less 
toxic to persons than DDT, but 
for the time being Dr. Maxwell 
recommends that it be treated in 
the “same magnitude as DDT.”

WRITE-OFF OF KAISER 
LOAN REFUSED BY REC 


Industrialist Had Sought Re- 
lease From $85,000,000 for 
California Steel Plant. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (UP)— 
The offices of Henry J. Kaiser 
said today the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation has rejected 
the West Coast industrialist’s pro- 
posal to write off $85,000,000 of a 
loan on his Fontana, Calif., steel 
plant, 

Chad F. Calhoun, vice president 
of the Kaiser Co., said RFC noti- 
fied Kaiser by letter that his 
proposal “was a matter for Con- 
gress to decide.” 


Kaiser, backed by the Western 
States Council, asked RFC to 
write off $85,000,000 of the remain- 
ing $105,000,000 due the Govern- 
ment*on his Fontana loan, 

They contended such a reduc- 
tion would be in line with the 
$162,000,000 loss the Government 
took on the surplus sale to United 
States Steel of its Geneva (Utah) 
stee] plant. They said adoption 


‘of the proposal would mean lower 


West Coast steel prices from Fon- 
tana. 

Calhoun said it was uncertain 
whether Kaiser would submit a 
new refinancing proposal. : 
“His original proposal was in-, 
dorsed and sponsored by the West- 
ern States Council,” Calhoun said. 
“We now want to check back with 
them and discuss this matter 
further.” 

Proposed reduction of the Fon- 
tana loan, Kaiser told RFC, would 
compensate him for “wartime op- 
erating losses” and interest. 

Kenneth Norris, chairman of 
the Western States Council steel 
committee, said the Kaiser pro- 
posal would bring Fontana into 
expanded production and permit 
the southern California plant to 
compete with other western steel 
facilities.

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dian soldiers who saw other parts 
of the world during the war, and 
who now are less content with the 
static life of their home villages. 

Old economic arrangements are 
also breaking up. In many prov 
inces the ancient relationships be- 
tween landlords and peasant ten- 
ants stand challenged for the first 
time. 

“No rent” campaigns and agita- 
tion against absentee landlordism 
have been inspired by both the 
Indian Congress party and the 
Indian Communists. 

Now, with food shortage and in- 
flation stalking the country, 
agrarian agitations can be ex- 
pected to spring up in many 
regions. Peasant revolts, bloody 
and probably packed with excesses, 
would be another sign of the 
times. 


Labor No Longer Docile. 


Indian labor, too, has lost its 
‘docility. Industry in this country 
has been built on the principle of 
relatively inefficient but cheap 
labor. Many millworkers still earn 
less than 50 cents a day. 

Wages have about doubled since 
the war began. But prices have 
gone so high that the workman 
can buy less food and cloth with 
His new pay than he could with 
his old, 

Again, both the Congress party 
and the Communists have stimu- 
lated discontent with the existing 
system. Today the Congress par- 
ty, which will control the new 
Indian government, wants labor 
peace, 

But workers are restless and 
belligerent. A new wave of strikes 
and of bitter employer-worker 
strife seems in prospect, with gov- 
ernment services such as the rail-

Spirit of Discontent. 
In both public and private life 
ithe spirit of discontent and change 
is undermining stability. Some- 
times the effect is bad. 

Inflation, corruption and falter- 
ing production have already be- 
come so serious, the Reserve Bank 
of India declares in an official 
statement, that: 

“Unless correctives are applied 
without delay, there is a danger of 
the very foundations of society 
and the economic life of the coun- 
try being undermined by deepen- 
ing penury and despair.” 

The new governments of India 
and Pakistan begin life, therefore, 
in a difficult atmosphere. A food 
shortage that is desperate in some 
areas, an equally severe cloth fam- 
ine, and ever-rising prices pose 
additional problems that would 
test the most firmly established 
regime. 

Many observers believe that 
such ferment should be interpreted 
not as proof that Indians cannot 
rule themselves, but as proof of 
the strength of social forces that 
were themselves partly responsible 
for the end of British rule,

Freighter to Serve as Mother Ship 


Will Hover Over ero 9 SN — It Attempts to Go Down 12,000 Feet 


By Prof. Auguste Piccard: } 


(Last of Four Articles) 
BRUSSELS, Aug. 13. 

N ‘the preceding articles, we 
| have described the Bathyscaphe 

at some length. But the craft. 
is important only during the dive, 
only when we are at the place 
where we plan to dive, 

The Belgian Government there- 
fore loaned us the Scaldis, a 4000- 
ton freighter. It was quite new, 
was indeed still being built when 
it was selected for our use. Asa 
result we were able to modify its 
detail to make it most useful for 
our purposes, 


The ship is a steamer, and 
therefore much more useful than 
a motor ship for the delicate ma- 
neuvers necessary during the 
launching of the Bathyscaphe.° 


The Scaldis will pick up our 
Bathyscaphe at Antwerp, stow it 
safely in the great forward hold 
and then, with all our personnel 
and equipment, sail for the Gulf 
of Guinea, close to latitude and 
longitude 0, off the west coast of 
Africa. 


Why this particular spot? It 
was the only one which met our 
primary requirements: an even 
climate, so that a storm isn’t 
likely to blow up suddenly while 
we are below; depths up to four 
and one-half miles, so that our 
empty test dive can have the nec- 
essary safety margin of one and 
one-half times the depths we are 
planning on. 


Prof, Max Cosyns and I will go 
down for the first few dives; later, 
various specialists will go down 
with a pilot operating the craft. 


While the cabin rests on board, 
two men will get in, the entry 
port will be clamped tight, and 
winches will take hold and swing 
the Bathyscaphe over the side. 
Our dive will have begun. But 
it’s not really as easy as all that. 
The sea is rarely completely 
smooth, and lowering the craft 
into the waves will be a delicate 
matter, 

When it is floating on the sur- 
face—the float will at that time be 
filled by: a noncombustible gas— 
gasoline will be run in. Ballast 
will be added to give the Bathy- 
scaphe the very slightest over- 
balance, so that when released by 
the cable still holding it; it will 
float very gently to the bottom. 

When the ballasting operation is 
done, the Bathyscaphe, still held 
by a cable, will be lowered some 
100 or 150 feet. This is important. 
If the craft’s weight increases per- 
ceptibly, it will mean that there

was air in the float and that water 
had entered under pressure, up- 
setting the balance, If we dived 
with any proportion of air in the 
float, this would be compressed 
to almost nothirg at our depths, 
and there would be no upward 
pull. We would be stuck at the 
bottom. 

Not until after this last check, 
therefore, will the order be given 
to cast off. 

A delicate instrument fixed be- 
low the keel of the Scaldis will 
immediately begin to register the 
supersonic signals given out by 
the Bathyscaphe. This contact 
will continue throughout our dive 
so that the crew of the mother 
ship can follow our precise posi- 
tion from moment to moment, 

Now we float gently down. We 


can choose our own speed, from 
an inch or two to a yard or more 
a second. Anyway, since the gaso- 
line is compressible, our speed 
will increase as we go down; 
water under pressure forcing 
Space for itself in the gasoline 
containers. 

In order not to waste lifting 
power by allowing gasoline to es- 
cape for a faster dive, we shall 
start very slowly, gathering speed 
as we go down. As soon as we 
Start going too fast, we'll throw 
off some ballast, By throwing off 
enough ballast, we could stop 
quite still at any point on our 
dive. And if we threw off too 
much and started to rise, it would 
only be necessary to let go a little 
gasoline and we'd come to a gen- 
tle, balanced standstill. 


If we do stop halfway down, 
what happens then? While we 
observe marine life around us at 
that depth, the gasoline is cooling 
in the cooler water, and cocling 
contracts it. So water, heavier 
than gasoline, takes its place, The 
balance is disturbed: we start 
down again. We could prevent 
this by dropping some more bal- 
last, but we want to get to the 
bottom.

S we reach the bottom, we 
drop ballast to stabilize, allew- 
ing the rope to trail on the 


ocean bed just as if we were float-' 


ing in air. The rope, As we have 
explained, acts as a stabilizer as 
we drift in the wind—in the cur- 
rents, that is—over submarine 
hills and vales. And if we find a 
dead calm, or wish to travel 
against the current, we turn on 
our two motors,« whose propellors 
make a dirigible of our ected 
ing balloon, ‘ 

So we can travel about the bed 
of the seas for hours on end. 

When we want to float surface- 
ward again, we cut the motors, 
demagnetize some of our ballast, 
and we start to rise. As pressure 
becomes less, the gasoline increas- 
es in volume, displacing more 
water, gaining greater 
pull, Our ascent becomes faster 
and faster. If we want to slow 
down, we let some of the gasoline 
escape. If we don’t, an hour or 
two should see us on the surface 
once more, 

If our various instruments have 
functioned properly, the Scaldis 
will have no trouble finding us. 
Certainly a telescope will easily 
pick up the aerial on top of our 
float, or the flag attached to the 
funnel-like gasoline escape tube, 
If we are too far away or the 
weather is misty, our conventional 
radio signals will attract the 
mother ship. 

And if all these means should 
fail—which is hardly 
can set off powerful rockets and 
surface flares or smoke pots from 
inside the cabin.

T ven column will deal with a 
very serious subject—one that 
I have been thinking about 
for a long time. It is not to be 
written about lightly. In fact, I 
would rather not write about it, 
but two things which have hap- 
pened make me feel that perhaps 
this is the time to speak. Later 
on may be too late. 

In a recently published article 
entitled “Bystanders Are Not In- 
nocent,” Norman Cousins, editor 
of the Saturday Review of Liter- 
ature, tells the story of one of 
these incidents. A Greek scholar, 
teaching and studying in one of 
our great midwestern universities, 
was attacked one: evening in the 
coffee,shop of a hotel by a group 
of rowdy undergraduates, who, 
after making some loud remarks 
about the Jews, pointed at him 
and said: “He looks like a Jew.” 
As a result of this assault, the 
map spent 10 days in a hospital. 

* * * 


THE HORRIBLE thing to me 
is that this could happen when 
other people were about and that 
no one seems to have tried to 
prevent it. I feel sure that even 
one person with courage and con- 
viction could have brought these 
young people to their senses. We 
did not fight a war against 
Fascism in order to allow it to 
develop here. 

The closing two paragraphs of 
Mr. Cousins’s article,are the ones 
I want to bring to your attention, 
so I quote them here. 

“In any event, this is no time 
for bystanders. Those who per- 
sist in looking the other way in 
the presence of evil or necessity 
exempt themselves from nothing 
except membership in the human 


family. 

“This week marks the second 
anniversary of Hiroshima and the 
atomic age. Happy anniversary, 
everybody.” : 
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ON TOP of this incident, TI re- 
ceived a sheet from the Congres- 
sional Record, into which Repre- 
sentative Adolph J. Sabath of 
Illinois had read an. article by 
I. F. Stone on the subject of a 
man called Marzani. This man, 
a month after resigning from the 
State Department, was discharged 
and then indicted under an act 
of Congress, passed in 1944, which 
extended the statute of limita- 
tions three years after the cessa- 
tion of hostilities in case of 
fraudulent war-contract claims. 
He is not accused of having tried 
to defraud the Government, but 
he is accused of falsely denying 
certain gtatements made in 1940 
and 1941. He is now in jail, sen- 
tenced to from one to three years 
and denied bail while waiting ap 
peal of the case. 

As to his innocence or guilt I 
know nothing, but on reading the 
article I feel that our civil liber- 
ties are being endangered. 
Through fear and undisciplined 
prejudice, we are becoming the 
very thing which we have con- 
demned other people for being. 

It is time we took a look at 
ourselves and made up our minds 
that we can no longer joke about 
questions of race prejudice or re 
ligious differences. And even if 
we do not agree with the political 
beliefs held by some, we must not 
reach a state of fear and hysteria 
which will make us all cowards! 
Either we are strong enough to 
live as a free people or we will 
become a police state. There is 
no such thing as being a by- 
stander on these questions!

“We got to know him pretty 
well,” Mrs. St. Vrain said. “I used 
to send. him all our comics and 
sports pages and magazines, Our 
little girl, Mary -Ann, was just 
learning to write then and had 
practiced on some of the maga- 
zines and in a later broadcast he 
thanked us for ‘all the magazines, 
especially the autographed copies.’ 
At Christmas time we sent him 
fruitcake and cookies. We haven't 
heard from him for a while and 
may never hear again but we en- 
joyed knowing him.” 

The thing that seems to set 
“hams” aside from the people who 
use radios only to hear platter 
jockeys and ‘ball games is this 
friendliness. When one operator 
puts up a tower the others gather 
to help. When one less technically 
trained “hams” has difficulties, 
one of the others helps him out. 
As for promoting good will, most 


hams help’their friends and ac- 
quaintances make contacts with 
members of their families in other 
cities and countries, and some 
have services whereby G.I.s over- 
seas make dates to talk to their 
families here. 

“A lot of G.v.s are ‘hams,’” St. 
Vrain explained, “because the 
Army had a lot of equipment suit- 
able to amateur frequencies and 
they've released it to the mén.”

NE reason for the friendliness 

is that all “hams” are on first 

name terms, since they ex- 
change “handles” as soon as they 
make contact. St. Vrain’s “handle” 
of Barney is the result of his early 
amateur days when “hams” were 
called “Sparky.” It being the days 
of the Barney Google and Spark- 
plug comic strip, a friend of St. 
Vrain’s whom he called “Sparky” 
tagged him with “Barney,” which 
is more familiar to his friends 
now than his real name of Wal- 
lace. ' 

His call letters are WOPXE, or, 
more fully, W-Zero-Peter-Xray-Ed- 


ward. He regrets that his letters 
don’t work out into the more orig- 
inal phrases of some, such as 
MBD (Man Bites Dog) or HVT 
(Having Various Troubles), 

Although they talk to each 
other, “hams” still use interna- 
tional Q code for brevity and 
clarity. “CQ-CQ” is a general 
call meaning, “Somebody call me.” 
Another code phrase we located 
on the list must be useful to girl 
hams in their more personal life; 
it is “QRX” meaning, “Must .I 
wait? When will you call me 
again?” 

“Hams” must enter all calls in 
a log book and confirm contacts 
with postcards; naturally there's 
a contest to see who can collect 
the most interesting cards and St.

Two cups cooked corned beef, 
two cups cooked potatoes, one 
small’ onion, grated, two table- 
spoons minced greend pepper, two 
tablespoons minced parsley, one 
teaspoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
freshly ground pepper, one-eighth 
teaspoon mace, two tablespoons 
shortening. 

Put meat, potatoes, onions and 
pepper through food grinder. Mix 
all ingredients thoroughly. Melt 
shortening in frying pan and 
when hot turn in the hash. Cook 
slowly until heated through and 
brown underneath, Fold in half 
like an omelet onto a hot platter. 
Garnish with parsley and serve 
with tartar sauce.

first place was that he was going 
to open a diamond. 


The result was very disappoint- 
ing for East-West. The diamond 
lead was ducked in dummy and 
won with the ten-spot. Declarer 
led a low heart to the ki and 
returned a low spade t the 
closed hand. Obviously, if East 
had known the true. situation, 
that is, that West was prepared 
to run five diamond tricks, he 
would have hopped up with the 
spade ace. But how could he know 
it? From his point of view, West 
might have only four good dia- 
monds and possibly a heart stop- 
per. If East surrendered his ten- 
ace position in spades, he might 
easily be settling for a one-trick 
penalty, whereas a duck might 
hold declarer to three hearts, one 
spade and one diamond. 


After declarer “stole” a spade 
trick with his queen, he had very 
little to worry about. He ran off 
three more hearts, and though 
he could not get the fulfilling 
trick, the 100-point penalty was 
very satisfactory from the North- 
South point of view. East-West 
not ‘only could have defeated the 
hand four tricks; due to the per- 
fect break of diamonds, they ac- 
tually could have made a game in 
no trump on their own account, 
or failing that, they could at least 
have rolled up a fair score in dia- 
monds—any of which would have 
given them a much better match- 
point score than defeating the no 
trump one trick.

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How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


Word “Finance” — Once 
a Fine! 


That 
44 FINANCE” today is some- 

thing of a generalization, 

understood to describe 
money matters of various kinds, 
from the financial problems of the 
individual to affairs involving bil- 
lions of dollars. But. originally it 
had a very specific meaning. 

We have this word from the 
French through the Middle Eng- 
‘lish finaunce, which was a fine 
or forfeit! 

Its derivation is from the Low 
Latin financia, “payment of mon- 
ey,” which came out of finare, 
“to pay a fine or subsidy.” 

It all goes back to the Latin 
finis, which, as it also meant end, 
described a settled payment, one 
which ended an incident. Hence, 
a fund accumulated from the pay- 

ments of evil doers! 

The early meaning of the word 
was in reference to the income of 
the state or a ruler—revenue. As 
Bacon put it: “All the finances 
or revenues of the imperial crown.’ 

From public revenues it was ex- 
tended to the generalization which 
we know today. 

-And there is perhaps special in- 
terest, ip this connection, in the 
word fine. Etymologically it may 
be synonymous with “finish,” or 
“end,” as has been pointed out, 
but for the modern offender this 
is not always true—as when the 
judge says “Fined $100 and thirty 
days”! Old feudal laws were more 
consistent with the word’s origin: 
in medieval times, in a dispute be- 
tween a lord and his vassal, when 
a man paid a fine, the matter was 
ended.

UCUMBERS eaten while in 
C Egypt haunted the memory of 

the Israelites as they trudged 
through the wilderness.

‘lavor, fragrance and their crisp, 
cool, interesting texture. For gen- 
erations, cucumbers have been 
used mostly as a salad and almost 
invariably in the raw state. In 
recent years we have discovered 
that cooked cucumbers are just 
as delicious as the raw, but very 
different and equally delicate in 
flavor. Because more cooked cu- 
cumbers are required for a serv- 
ing than the raw, now when 
home-grown cucumbers are avail- 
able and less expensive, it is the 
ideal time to learn to appreciate 
them in some of the unusual 
cooked ways. 


Chicken Cucumbers. 
Three large cucumbers, two 
cups chicken broth or canned 
chicken soup, two tablespoons but- 
ter, one tablespoon flour, four egg 
yolks, salt, papper, lemon juice, 
about two teaspoons parsley. 
Choose cucumbers seven to 
eight inches long and from two to 
two and one-half inches in dia- 
meter. Peel, cut in half length- 
wise, then in half crosswise. Turn 
into saucepan, add chicken troth, 
cover and simmer until tender. 
Melt butter in another saucepan, 
blend in flour, then add the broth 
drained from cucumbers slowly, 
stirring constantly to keep smooth. 
(There should be at least one and 
one-half cups broth remaining. If 
not, add water.) Reheat to boil- 
ing and until mixture is slightly 
thickened. Now beat egg yolks 
and pour some of hot mixture into 
them, stirring vigorously, then re- 
turn to broth mixture and cook 
over low heat just to simmering 
but do not boil. Add more salt 
if desired and pepper and just 
enough lemon juice to give desired 
flavor. Turn cucumbers into hot 
vegetable dish. Pour sauce over 
them. Sprinkle with parsley. Four 
to five servings.

WORDS TO WATCH. 


VERHEARD in a hospital cor- 
ridor: “The doctor said it had 
something to do with her doo- 
ODD-uh-num.” I doubt seriously 
that the doctor used that pronun- 
ciation for the word duodenum, 
although “doo-ODD-uh-num” is 
not uncommon among lay speak- 
ers. Correctly pronounced, duode- 
num is accented on the first and 
third syllables, thus: DYOO-uh- 
DEE’-num; also: DOO-ih-DEE’- 
num, 

There is no “lug” in luxury. Best 
usage in Standard American is 
LUCK-shuh-ree. 

There is no “spear” in experi- 
ment, The “e” in the second syl- 
lable should have the short (eh) 
sound as in error, errand. Be sure 
to say: ek-SPEHR-i-m’'nt. 

Incidentally, one doesn’t “try an 
experiment” for the reason that an 
experiment is itself a trial. In good 
usage, one makes or conducts an 
experiment. 

Two other words in which the 
second-syllable ne is heard erro- 
neously as “ee” are severity, as 
“suh-VEER-i-tee,” and sincerity as_ 
“sin-SEER-i-tee.” But, like the | 
second-syllable “e” of experiment, | 
the “e’s” should be short (eh), as: | 
suh-VEHR-i-tee, sin-SEHR-i-tee. 

Watch the word grimy. Don't! 
thyme it with Jimmy. The word 
means “covered with grime.” | 
Hence, it should be pronounced: | 
GRY-mee, ™ |
